Pittsburg, Nov. 1.— President Taft 
efended the Sherman anti-trust law 
j 
a answer to an address made by Con- 
res8 man M artin W . Littleton of New 
ork, who attacked provisions of the 
iw at a banquet 
of the Pittsburg 
hamber of commerce. 
"Th is question has been eloquently 
onsidered by my friend Littleton,'* 
aid Mr. Taft, “ and I regret the matter 
as come up here. 
It savors of harsh- 
ess to have a difference of opinion on 
n occasion of this kind. 
But I must 
ay what I think. 
"Th e Sherman law ha3 been on the 
tatute books for twenty years and 
as been construed, and construed and 
onstrued, and finally by the supreme 
ourt. 
The two decisions Inst spring, 
n my Judgment, give it definite mean- 
ng that any combination in restraint 
f trade with the purpose of controlling 
•rices and stifling competition is a vio- 
•itlon 
of 
the 
statute. 
Men 
know 
vhether they intend to stifle competi- 
ion and control prlceB and all that is 
ecessary in a court of law is to prove 
he combination and the intent. That 
s all that is needed for the enforce­ 
ment of any crim inal statute. 


Law Can Be Enforced. 


“ It is not pleasant to be engaged in 
vhat may seem to be an assault on 
■usiness, but business men thought 
his law could not be enforced. 
Now 
be law can and is being enforced and 
•ecause of this we hear that it is to 
•e rei>ealed. 
*'I would cut my hand off before I 
vould injure business. 
But what has 
ny dear 
friend 
Littleton 
to offer? 
)n!y one course Is open. 
Either we 
\ill 
have Individualism or we w ill 
lave 
combinations 
in 
restraint of 
rade going to that i>oint where the 
-eople will demand that the power of 
nen engaged in such corporations be 
ransferred to the government. 
And 
hen we w ill have state socialism. 
“ Now we can disintegrate unlawful 
• orporations and put them under in­ 
unction. 
If they operate they must 
ompete. 
“ I know I am speaking against the 
rend of many of you. hut I cannot 
telp it. 
The law is on the statute 
>ooks and must be enforced and this 
titling of competition and this con- 
rol of prices must cease. 
" I didn’t want to get into this dis- 
•iission. but I want you business men 
o face this problem.” 


Rem arks Frequently Applauded. 


There was frequent applause during 
he president's remarks. 
Mr. Taft listened to the plea for the 
epeal of the Sherman anti trust act 
»y Congressman M artin W . Littleton 
if New York, member of the special 
mouse of representatives 
committee 
hat at the 
special 
session investi- 
iated the United States Steel cor­ 
poration. 
Mr. Littleton 
quoted 
both former 
resident Roosevelt and Mr. Taft as 
aving at one time or another been 
rilling 
to have 
the 
Sherman law 
mended. 
“ It seems clear to me,” said Mr. 
ttleton, “ that the Sherm an law can- 
ot possibly be made effective in the 
«term inating of the real evil w ith­ 
out carrying with it too large a sac- 
iflce of the whole industrial fabric 
nd that it should be absolutely re­ 
eled and a new policy or scheme of 
sgislation inaugurated." 


As a solution of the problem Mr. 
„Ittleton 
suggested that every cor- 
oration, before it entered interstate 
usiness, be required to submit its 
ncorporatfon and its true condition 
o a board created for that puriiose, 
nd to obtain a license to do inter* 
tate business.

Washington, Nov. 1.— The recapture 
of Tripoli by the Turks seems im m i­ 
nent to officials of the Turkish embas­ 
sy here, in the light of official advices 
from Constantinople. 
The dispatch 
states that an attack was made on 
Fort Seye-Misri-Ep-Henni and that the 
Italians had evacuated the place, leav­ 
ing behind a great quantity of ammu­ 
nition and other supplies. 
The losses of the Italians are re­ 
ported 
to be 
enormous, while 
the 
Turks are 
said to 
have lost forty 
killed and about 100 wounded. 
The 
Turkish forces, reinforced by volun­ 
teers, first advanced upon Tripoli on 
the night of Oct. 25, breaking the 
lines 
of 
the 
Italians at 
different 
points. 
This attack 
lasted until 
4 
o’clock the next morning, when the 
Italians retreated to a remote cor­ 
ner of the town. 


Tripoli, Nov. 1.— Arab forces, sup­ 
ported by a battery of Turkish artil­ 
lery, advanced into a grove to the 
east of Tripoli city and occupied two 
abandoned forts. 
From there they 
dropped a few shells into the town, 
but their guns were soon silenced by 
the Italians, who succeeded in cap­ 
turing four pieces.

8 ubsidy in Home Rule Plan. 


London, Nov. 1,— The 
Irish home 
rule scheme, which has been under 
secret preparation for some time, was 
discussed 
by the cabinet, it is be­ 
lieved, for the first time. 
The theory 
has been current that the imperial 
parliament will be asked to launch 
the Irish government with a subsidy 
estimated at from $75,000,000 to $150,- 
0 0 0,0 0 0. 
An alternative suggested in place of 
a lump grant is that the government 
maintain some Item of Irish expense 
Old age pensions principally are men­ 
tioned. 
The beat opinion is that the imperial 
parliament w ill keep control of Irish 
customs and excise, thus insuring a 
general Bystem for the United King 
dom and preventing Ireland from rais 
ing a protective wall against England, 
as the largest colonies have done.

Site of the Old St. Columbia Mission 
is on the Gull Lake Shore Line 
of the Farm 
On his 200 acre farm on Gull lake, 
Alderman James M. Elder is devoting 
much time and attention to the prop­ 
agation of pine trees. 
A force of men 
is keeping the grounds cleared, cut­ 
ting out undesirable trees and under­ 
brush, and the result is that the land 
resembles a beautiful park. 
It is historic land, for one section 
near the lake was the site of the old 
St. Columbia mission established by 
the Episcopal church sixty years ago. 
Every precaution is being taken to 
guard 
against 
forest 
fires. 
The 
brush cut by the men is burned as 
they work through the woods. 
By 
cutting out unnecessary trees it gives 
the young pine trees a chance to de­ 
velop. 
Other trees are being raised 
for cord wood, fence posts, timber, 
etc., and at the proper times they are 
cut and used for the purposes selec­ 
ted. 
A timber farm is of slow growth 
but when once established it is a 
money maker. 
A short distance northeast from 
the Elder farm is the summer home 
and grounds of Fred B. Lynch, of St. 
Paul, the democratic national com­ 
mitteeman of M i n n e s o t a His land 
has been much improved. 
The resi­ 
dence was formerly 
a club 
house 
owned by an association of Brainerd 
men. 
A new foundation has been 
placed under the building and many 
improvements made to its interior. 
On the hill is a water tower into 
which water is pumped, supplying the 


j house, grounds and stable. 
On the 
brow of the hill is the caretaker’s cot- 
t tage and Mr. Lynch keeps a man 
there the year around. 
At the foot 
| of the hill is liis power plant, an elec- 
| trie dynamo furnishing electric light 
1 for the residence and grounds. Im- 
J mediately north of the Lynch home 
is the old watercourse leading from 
Round to Gull lake. 
This is to be 
deepened and a channel or canal dug 
by th<- government leading from one 
lake to the other, and the culvert 
there now is to be replaced with a 
good bridge, probably of cement. 
It was at the summer home of Mr. 
Lynch that the democratic leaders of 
the party in this state met and on its 
broad veranda it was decided tha t Mr. 
Gray should be the standard bearer. 
The political meetings here were a t ­ 
tended by F rank A. Day, John King 
and other leaders, while opinions on 
the local situation 
were given by 
Senator C. l>. Johnson. 
Across the way from Lynch’s is the 
home of C. E. Pope, of Pittsburgh, 
Penn., who recently bought the land 
for a summer residence. 
Mr. Pope 
is interested in mining lands on the 
(’uyuna range. 
He has made many 
improvements to his property. 
It is 
at this point th a t Round and Gull 
lakes are hut a few feet apart. 
loo k in g in a westerly direction 
across the lake one sops the spidery 
outline of one of the 10 foot steel 
towers which have been erected by 
Forest Ranger J. P. Saunders under 
instructions from Chief Forester (’ox. 
These are used as watch towers and 
from its height one may scan the hor­ 
izon for 20 miles around 
and 
the 
range r’s assistant is thus able to keep 
watch on many miles of territory and 
extinguish many incipient blazes in 


the dry summer time and other per­ 
iods of the year. 
All about this region the ground 
and surroundings are fairly redolent 
with the memories of olden times in 
the history of Crow Wing county. 
Those who have followed the story 
told by Mrs. Peake in the Dispatch 
can trace here many of the locations 
occupied by historic places which she 
mentioned. 
A short distance froir. 
the caretaker's cottage on the Lynch 
farm is the spot where the Ind’w s 
came upon the German peddler over j 
50 years ago, assaulted 
him with 
rocks and killed him. burying him ' 
on the shores of the lake. 
Away off to the right one may 
catch a glimpse of the brUlge across 
the Long lake narrows leading to I 
the farm of Anton Mahlu.n, the scene 
of the Indians sugar bus'.t camp in 
the early days.
